J. A. MILTEER is also known as JOSEPH ADAMS MILTEER. 
He was born February 26, 1902, at Quitman, Georgia, and lives 
at Quitman and Valdosta, Georgia. He reportedly is a wealthy 
bachelor who inherited an estimated $200,000 from his father. 

He is reported to have no family, no employment and to spend a 
great deal of time traveling throughout the Southeastern United 
States. He has been unsuccessful in city politics in Quitman 
and publishes a weekly pamphlet critizing the operation of the 
Quitman City Government. MILTEER has associated himself with 
the Constitution Party of the United States and attended a 
convention of this party held at Indianapolis, Indiana, during 
October, 1963. He was reprimanded by this party for describ- 
ing himself as being the party regional chairman for the 
Southeastern states. MILTEER reportedly became disillusioned 
with the Constitution Party of the United States and has 
attempted to form a party known as the Constitutional American 
Parties of the United States. MILTEER allegedly intends to 
use the Constitutional American Parties of the United States 
as a front to form a hard core underground for possible vio- 
lence iii combatting integration. 
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The interview of JOSEPH ADAR3 MILTEER, as well as 
additional information regarding him, is contained on page3 
24-26 of the report of Special Agent CHARLES S. HARDIKG, 
Atlanta, Georgia, dated December 1, 1S63, in the case 
entitled "LEE HARVEY OSWALD?

On March 28, 1967 at 2:10 P.M., Officer Navarre 
went to the home of TOM C. BRISTER located 6712 N. Villere Street, 
Arabi, Louisiana, where an interview was conducted. 

Mr. BRISTER stated that he was never employed at 
DAVE FERRIE's service station located on Veterans Highway. Mr. 
BRISTER didn't meet DAVE FERRIE until shortly after Hurricane 
Betsy in September 1965. Shortly before Betsy, BRISTER related, 
that he moved to New Orleans from California. 

Mr. BRISTER further related that he met DAVE FERRIE 
through AL BEAUBOUEF and started taking lessons to fly. These 
instructions were with Corn-Air from March 10, 1966 until August 
29, 1966. His acquantance with DAVE FERRIE continued until the 
death of FERRIE. 

DAVE FERRIE, just before his death, mentioned to 
BRISTER that he wanted to sell his airplane, but made no mention 
of where it was located. 

Mr. BRISTER stated that he visited DAVE FERRIE quite 
often at his home to talk about flying and listen to DAVE FERRIE 
express his knowledge of various subjects. When Mr. BRISTER 
would inquire about the assassination probe by D. A. Jim Garrison, 
DAVE FERRIE would state that he is being railroaded and would 
deny all allegations. Further, that he was being harassed because' 
he assisted CARLOS MARCELLO when he was investigated and charged. 

When DAVE FERRIE became sick, shortly before his 
death, Mr. BRISTER visited and would go get groceries for him 
and assist in any way he could. Mr. BRISTER stated that during 
this illness he inquired about the sale ,of FERRIE's airplane and 
DAVE FERRIE wrote out a bill of sale and gave the craft to him. 

Mr. BRISTER related that DAVE FERRIE did this because, as FERRIE 
put it, "I'm going to die anyway". Mr. BRISTER stated that he 
still hasn't located the airplane. 

Officer Navarre asked Mr. BRISTER if he knew a 
RICKEY ALFRED or RICKEY ALFORD and his reply was "No". 

Mr. BRISTER was also asked if he knew a BOWMAN 
residing on Mehle Avenue and he stated that he did. Mr. BRISTER

related that CARL BOWMAN resising 1717 Mehle Avenue is a white 
male 18 years of age and dates his sister-in-law. Further, that 
CARL BOWMAN has never mat DAVE FERRIE because he was going to 
introduce him until the death of FERRIE prevented the meeting. 

Mr. BRISTER related that he knew little or nothing 
about the private life of DAVE FERRIE and that he would cooper- 
ate fully with this office. 

Mr. BRISTER indicated that he has been in touch 
with this office through his attorney John Simmons.

On February 29, 1967, Detective Simms received an assign 
ment from Assistant District Attorney Sciambra at which time 
Sciambra related that he had received information from a MR. DI 
ROSA, attorney at law, that someone connected with the service 
station at 2900 South Claiborne was bragging to customers that he 
possessed a worksheet or some other paper which was signed by 
LEON OSWALD in 1963 pertaining to OSWALD having his automobile 
repaired at the aforementioned station. 

Detective Simms at this point connected MR. DI ROSA 
and no further information could be obtained from him in regards 
to this matter. The same date. Detective Simms and Eckert went 
to the Esso Station located 2900 South Claiborne at which time 
they learned the Owner to be one JESSE LEON WICKER, colored male 
sixty-one years of age, residing 2015 St. Philip Street. 

MR. WICKER was not at the station. The officers learned 
this information from an employee. They further requested that 
MR.

March 29, 1967, at 3:00 p.m., MR. WICKER arrived at 
the office of the District Attorney.

Thomas C. Breitner, 1430 Josephine St., Berkeley (325-8895), had 
previously telephoned the office with information about the 
possible .contacts of Shaw in November, 1963.

Breitner is a lab technician molecular " biology and virus 
laboratory on the California campus . He started there April, 1963. 
In 1963 he had a small office connected to the stockroom, and hence 
virtually worked with the stockroom employees. They were very 
cliquish, and extremely rimht-winy in their political views. They 
were, for example, anti -3c; vatic, and would openly use the terra 
"dirty Jews." And they talked the superrace theory and other TfazJ 
doctrines. Breitner says hin relations with this clique were a 
bit strained, since he is a refugee, a Jaw, from Hitler's con- 
c entrati on c amps .

Breitner states that on the morning of the assassination.

, Breitner is practically sure that Johnny was present at 
the time of Shaw's appearance. Consequently, since Johnny did 
not return on the 22nd until late, around 4:30, and Shaw had been 
there possibly earlier, it seems most probable that Shaw's 
appearance was on the 21st. Also, it nay have boon that on the 
22nd he was in the company of Jan Francisco Trade Hart people 
until 5 pm or after. 

Despite the fact he was in a concentration camp, Breitner 
gives the impression of being a very objective and careful witness. 

He gave the following information, which he prefaced as 
being pure conjecture. There were about ten professors in the 
biochemistry department, of which this clioue and himself were 
a part. A few were politically cons orvative , a few were quite 
liberal. One of the very liberal professors was David Hackett, 
a foremost authority on plant respiration who was soon to leave 
on a sabbatical in Japan, loveral months after the assassination, 
in late January or early Eeburary, 1964, Hackett was murdered. 

He failed to show up at hone after leaving the campus ; his body 
was found in the dal nut Cr c ek~Grind a area where he lived.

.Breitner says he told the police about the clique, and that two 
days before the murder they had had a closed door session in the 
building lunchroom, emerging not at all jocular as is usual at 
luchch .

CARLOS DE LA VEGA became known to me in June 1963 through my 
connection with International House. During the course of time, 
we became intimate friends, and upon my leaving International 
House to enter into the private practice of law in 1965, I in- 
vited Mr. DE LA VEGA to become actively associated with me in 
a business enterprise for Latin America*, which became known 
as the DE LA VEGA-MARTIN Corporation. | 

Mr. DE LA VEGA is a well-educated person who operated a pros- 
perous business in Cuba before CASTRO.

This is Sunday, March 12, 1967, beginning the interview with 
LAYTON MARTENS in the office of Alvin Oser, Assistant District 
Attorney. Present are Alvin Oser, Jim Alcock, Milton Brenner, 
Attorney for Mr. Martens, and LAYTON MARTENS. 


Q. You want to tell us when you first met DAVE FERRIE and 

under what circumstances? 

A. Well, I met him in the Civil Air Patrol in 1958 when I 

became a C.A.P, Cadet. 

Q. Where was he living at the time, if you can recall? 

A. I think at that time he lived 

Q. Do you know the street? 

A. I think it was off the Airline Highway near Moisant 

Airport. 

Q. Could it have been African Drive or Clay Street? 

A. No, I remember he lived on African Drive, but before that 

it was Airline Park or something like that. 

Q. You don't recall the particular street? 

A. I think he lived on the main street when you turn off 

the highway. 

Q. At this particular time, were you close to him or was 

he just an instructor in charge of the C.A.P. Unit or 
what? 

A. At that time, he was just an instructor. I knew he was 

an officer. 

Q. Who did you join with? Were you by yourself or were you 

with some friends? 

A. No, I knew some friends of mind ware in the C.A.P. while 

I was in high school. My brother was a C.A.P. Cadet for 
four (4) years, so I decided to join. 

Q. Where were you living at this time? 

A. In 1958, I think I was on Arabella Street. 

Q. Arabella Street? What's your brother's name? 

A. EDWARD. 

Q. Where do you live now? 

A. I live in Lafayette. I am a student at USL. 

Q. What are you taking? What are you majoring in? 

A. Music Education. 

Q. Music Education? How long have you been up there?

Did you know, bringing up dates and such, or see DAVE 
FERRIE in ’61?

The only knowledge I knew of it was through the news.

Where v/as he living at this time? 

This was Louisiana Avenue. 

Parkway?

Were you living there at this time?

Oh, I think it was about a two-week period that I stayed 
at his place just as a transition. I was living at my 
place at the time. 

Was the two-week period in the month of November or could 
it have been late October or November or do you recall? 

The best as I can remember, it was during the time around 
the assassination right in the middle of the two weeks. 

Was he working for WRAY GILL at this time? 

Yes. 

Was he working on the LA SALLE (?) Trial at this time, if 
you can recall? 

To my knowledge now, if I am not mistaken in December, I 
believe he was working for GILL and on the LA SALLE (?) 
Trial. Apparently, this was specifically what ha v/as 
working on at that time. 
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Is there any way we could document this two-week period 
by where you lived prior to it and you rented an apartment 
subsequent to this day? Is there any way you could pin- 
point it exactly? 

Oh, I think so. 

Where ware you just prior to (inaudible) ?

Who were you living with there? 

My younger sister. 

And where did you go when you left?

SUBJECT: Special Investigation, 3-9-67 through 4-1-67 

On March 9, 1967, the undersigned officers were assigned 
by Captain Ebeier, Commander of Troop "B" , to report to your 
office for a special investigation. The undersigned officers 
reported to Louis Ivon, one of your investigators, and were 
given a mug shot of one, Clay Shav/, W/tt, and were assigned by 
Ivon to locate and observe Clay Shav/ and obtain any information 
that v;e could about him. Ivon also explained other phases of 
this case and when the name of Gordon Novel, W/M, came up, 

Sgt. Buccola advised that on March 7, 1967) Gordon Novel, who 
is an acquaintance of Sgt, Buccola, called him at his residence 
asking him if he (Buccola) was assigned to the case and what 
did he know* about the case. Sgt. Buccola advised Novel that 
he was not on the case and knew? nothing about it. Novel advised 
Buccola that he soon vzould be and that he (Novel) would appreciate 
being called when this happened, as Novel was interested in this 
case. 

V.'e were advised by Louis Ivon to concentrate* on Shaw and 
any phase of the case on which we could uncover any information. 
From March 9 through March 21, 2967, we were unable to locate 
Clay Shav? but the following was accomplished, during this period 
it was brought to our attention that Gordon Novel attempted to 
obtain the names and addresses cf the two subjects who were 
arrested with Layton Martens from one of our Desk Sergeants for 
the sum of §10. With this information, the undersigned officers 
went to the Bureau of Identification in New Orleans; obtained a 
mug shot of Layton Martens, also mug shots and rap sheets of the 
two subjects arrested with him on £-30-61, one, Andrew Blackmon 
and one, Melvin Seeling. 

Sgt. Buccola then called Gordon Novel and agreed to meet 
him in his establishment, the Jamacian Village, £00 North Rampart 
Street, Nevr Orleans, on Friday night, March 10 , 1967. 
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The undersigned officers decided that if I.t. Casso accompanied 
Sgt. Buccola that Novel would be leery (as Novel did not know 
Lt. Casso). While in the Jamacian Village with Novel, Sgt. 

Buccola asked Novel how he knew that he (Buccola) would be 
assigned to the case even before assigned. Novel stated that 
he had connections everywhere. Sgt. Buccola then asked Novel 
to lend him a minature tape recorded (one that runs silently and 
can be attached to the body with microphone wires). Novel stated 
that all of his recorders were working full-time at this time but 
that maybe something could be done for a little information. I 
(Sgt. Buccola) told Novel that I would "wheel and deal" and that 1 
needed this tape recorder (Novel was not suspicious due to the 
fact that I had borrowed this same piece of equipment from him in 
1966). The information Novel wanted in exchange for the tape re- 
corder was the mug shots and names and addresses of the two men 
arrested with Martens and the exact details of our part in the 
investigation. At this time X showed him a mug shot of Layton 
Martens and Novel stated he knew Martens but studied at length 
the picture and the information contained on the back of the mug 
shot. He then asked where the mug shots of the two men arrested 
with Martens were and 1 informed him that I had left those at 
home but would show them to him when he delivered the tape recorder. 
Novel wanted to know the names of the men arrested with Martens 
and I told him there were so many people under investigation that I 
could not keep them straight and Novel stated he knew one of 
the men as "Andy". Novel was advised when he produced the tape 
recorded that I would show him the mug shots. Novel then started 
pumping me as to why my partner and I were not in Lafayette and 
since Novel seemed to know more about this case than I did, I 
advised him that we had to have some time off and that I was not 
interested in talking shop. Novel claimed that he was working 
with the hi strict Attorney (Garrison) and that he had immunity 
from J. Edgar Hoover, Garrison, The C.l. A, and anyone else 
connected with this investigation. Novel asked me, "When Garrison 
opened up this case to you, weren’t you amazed to hear about the 
second Oswald?", to which I stated, "Stranger things have happened". 
While Novel was pumping me he asked what I thought about "the 
student" ducking back to college when Ferrie was killed (Novel 
did not say "died" but specifically said "killed".). My replies 
were evasive, stating that when I got the recorded 1 could do some 
talking. Novel stated he knew all of the people involv'd at the 
time they were questioned by the C.l. A. and FBI. I asked him why 
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he became involved with these people and he stated "we were 
making money". Novel kept referring to the "student" and 
said that this student would be holed up with a rifle and 
would be hard to take. He also stated how many times he 
had observed this "student" practicing "dry runs" of squeez- 
ing off the rifle trigger. Novel also intimated he knew the 
exact whereabouts of Clay Shaw and was amused that Garrison 
had Shav. f under observation, I departed with the understanding 
that as soon as Novel could release one of his recorders that 
he would call me. 

The undersigned officers investigated the corporation 
owning the Jamacian Village and said corporation was operated 
by three people: Gordon Novel, 336 Exchange Place, Penthouse, 

4th Floor, N.O.; Robert H. Songy, 2 E) 0 f> Hell St., N.O.; Richard 
Schmitt, 4756 Venice St., N.O. Novel owns and operates a 1962 
Lincoln, 4 door, Black, bearing license 196 ? La. 309 B 627 . Richard 
Schmitt is the same Schmitt who shot and killed Vincent Bonomo 
who was also a personal friend of Novel. It was determined that 
Schmitt is known as "Juicy Lips" among the Quarter people. 

The Investigators then turned their attention to Andrew 
Blackmon, W/M, who was arrested with Layton Martens. The follow- 
ing information was received from the U.S. Coast Guard, Washington, 
D. C. : On January 12, 1966 , from Houston, Texas, Blackmon 

boarded the L ,S . Globe Explorer as a deck hand and their latest 
information on Blackmon was that he was discharged from the S.S, 
Mankato on December 23, 1966 , .in San Francisco, California. This 
disproves Ferries’ statement that Blackmon was killed on a Merchant 
ship in 1966. Blackmon listed his next of kin as his grandmother, 
Helen White, Route 4 , Box 230, N&tchez, Miss. The following infor- 
mation has been obtained on Blackmon as of April 1, 196?: He has 
a twin brother, a sister and another brother (Sam); that all of the 
children were given by his mother to the grandmother to rear; that 
his mother has since remarried and owns and operates a bar or 
lounge on the Gulf Coast. At a later date the undersigned officers 
will have the names, addresses and whereabouts of all parties 
mentioned above. 

The undersigned officers are awaiting a reply from the U.S. 
Coast Guard, Washington, D.C., regarding the "Z" number and where- 
abouts of one, Melvin Seeling, also arrested with Layton Martens, 
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The undersigned officers recalled that the body of a 
Tfif/M was found in Jefferson Parish in 1963, said body cut into 
pieces, case as yet unsolved. It was suspected at the time of 
the investigation of this murder that homosexuals were involved. 
Working on the theory that there might be a connection between 
Shaw and his associates and this murder, the undersigned officers 
went to Angola, La., on 3-20-67, and obtained a complete Angola 
file on one, Kennbth J. Leckle, Angola #51^06, victim of this 
unsolved murder. Further facts of possible involvment with 
Leckie case will follow in next report. 

On March 21, 1967, the undersigned officers, when court 
adjourned, followed and observed Clay Shaw and Ids at tomes as 
they left Tulane and Broad Street in a maroon 1966 Cadillac, 
bearing license 1967 La, 323B645, owned and operated by Irvin F. 
Dymond , 15^ Country Club Drive, New Orleans. Shaw was dropped 
off in the 500 block of Esplanade Street and was observed enter- 
ing a house, address 529 Esplanade Street. Said address is ovmed 
by Mrs. Marilynn T. Tate, Widow of Joseph S. Tate, real estate, 

900 Royal Street, N.O, Parked in the vicinity was a 1961 Chevrolet, 
Red, hearing license 1967 La. 5^5719, registered to Joseph S. Tate, 
529 Esplanade St., N.O. Shaw did not leave this house after enter- 
ing. In fact, the only activity by Shaw other than leaving court 
and staying at this address was on March 22, 3967, when Shaw left 
this address and did nothing but walk arid wander through the Quarters 
neither stopping or speaking to anyone.

Before Sgt. Buccola could contact Gordon Novel again, he 
was served with a subpoena from the Grand Jury and when contact 
was made, Novel became an "iron jaw"; stated that he knew he was 
under investigation and would have nothing to do with Sgt,. Buccola. 

On March 27, 1967, the undersigned officers met in your 
office and were instructed to locate, interview and ascertain 
from Marlene Novel (former wife of Cordon Novel) whether she would 
cooperate with the district Attorney’s office and whether she would 
voluntarily be interviewed by the District Attorney. Marlene Mancuso 
(nee’ Novel) was located and found to be residing v/ith her parents 
at A2 Oak lawn Drive, Metairie, La., and did on March 2 f, 1967, at 
12:00 noon, appear in your office. 
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The undersigned officers were advised by Louis Ivon 
to obtain all additional information possible on Gordon 
Novel, which is as follows: Gordon Novel graduated from 

East Jefferson High School in 1957; was a member of a juvenile 
mob known as the "Storm Troopers" in Jefferson Parish. At the 
time we suspect that Novel is bi-sexual ; further information 
will follow in next report, V*e also received information 
through an informant that Novel, along with one, Rancier TM se 
Ehlinger, Vr/M, better knwon as "Ranny" stole 1,000 feet of 
railing from the Causeway Bridge and between the two have over 
10 Corvettes which they stole, removed the bucket seats and 
engines and disposed of these ten cars by dumping them in the 
Mississippi River. More information of this phase of our inves- 
tigation will follow in the next report. 

On March 30, 1967, "Ranny" was interviewed in your office 
and Friday night, March 31j "Ranny" appeared at the residence at 
42 Oaklawn in an attempt to contact Marlene Mancuso . He was 
advised by her mother that she was not at home. "Ranny" explained 
to her mother that he wanted to talk to her about the stolen 
dynamite and that he had been in Garrison’s office and he left 
his telephone number for Marlene to call him. The undersigned 
officers v/fent to Marlene 1 2 3 s house and she refused to call "Ranny" 
unless he bothered her again.

Since the interview with you, Marlene Mancuso has recalled 
« the 'following: * 

1. Richard Schmitt killed Bonomo with a gun purchased from 
Gordon Novel . 

2. Bonomo constantly attempted to seduce Marlene and Novel was 
aware of this attempt. 

3. After the killing of Bonomo that Novel insinuated he set 
up this killing through Bonomo’ s wife by planting the idea 
and that he felt he could control other people’s minds, 
making them do the things he wanted done.

STATEMENT 

My name is Roland p. Brouillette. I live at 4328 N. Rampart 
Street in this city. The first time I saw Oswald I didn't 
know him at that time. It was just before 8:00 the summer 
of 1963. Later identified as Oswald. It was at Camp and 
Canal Street, I was at the bus stop there on my way to work 
at Internal Revenue Service, 600 South Street. Three men 
came up to me and the middle one I later identified as Oswald, 
the other two looked liked 'foreigners (it could have been 
Cubans.) They were taller than Oswald, they looked like they 
were fresh from Cuba. They were tall and dark. They were 
between slight and heavy build. They startled him at the time. 

, No words were exchanged, just glances. They went into 
Waterbury's Drug Store. While they were in there, I heard a 
voice. While I was standing by the showcase side entrance 
I attributed it to be a spiritual one and it told me to listen. 

I said to myself, "listen to what, I don't hear anything." 

I was looking toward Canal Street and immediately then a 
heavy set fellow backed out of the side entrance of Waterbury's 
and ashed the fellow coming out with him in a matter of fact 
town, he said "How are you going to kill the president." This 
fallow later identified as Oswald he apparently knew I heard 
because I was standing right there. Then everything became 
hushed. They went off talking bdt it was all hushed but I 
could not hear what they said. The second morning same time 
almost 8:00 same spot nearer to the curb, about to board the 
Magazine bus, I was Oswald in the company of shorter white 
male, he wasn't Cuban. Short on the fair side about medium 
;! brcvn-h=lr In .eaar iwonticc. It aoceared that he mirht ha a 'i 
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worker front the Coffee House. He was a smart type fellow 
(cocky) one of these punks. Oswald said to his companion

at the time "Watch the papers," Nobody is going to say look 
what he's done to the people" (apparently he was talking about 
the presidnet.) They walked and I caught the bus to go to 
work at the Federal Building and they walked in the same general 
direction. I saw Oswald a third time in a group in the same 
spot and he gave me a questionable glance. He said, "There is 
that guy again." A few days later as i was getting off the bus 
at Magazine and Capdeville I saw Oswald dressed in a white 
shirt and trousers standing alone by Nu-Idea Furniture Company, 
and there were glances exchanged but no conversation. I think 
this was in the afternoon. I think he had white shirt and tie. 

A few days later in Lafayette Square before 8:00 I was waiting 
on a parked bench before going to work and an employee passed 
by and later on a car parked at the curb, three guys dressed 
in blue denim got out. I identified one as Oswald. They got 
in around the bushes by the bench. I caught sight of them 
out of the corner of my eye, got up and immediately went to look. 
They got out of a dark colored old model car. X could not 
identify the two fellows that were with him at this time. I 
got up quick and got out of there and went to work. Another 
afternoon at 4:45 crossing Lafayette Square from Camp to St. 
Charles. On this particular evening I was very nervous and 
upset. When we approached the corner of poydras and St. Charles 
I ran the light and was caught across traffic. I got back to 
the curb and Oswald was standing there alone beside me. The 
light changed and I continued on my way. X never saw what 
direction Oswald went in but he was dressed in blue denim this 
time. In one of the men's rooms in the old federal building 
there was a man standing next to me by the urinals who was 
carrying a newspaper package. It appeared to me to be a gun. 

I couldn't positively say that this was Oswald because I 
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didn't get a good look at him. 1 immediately left the rest 
room after him and he caught one elevator and I caught another. 
It was 4:45 one afternoon as we the International Trade Mart 
on the lake side of Camp Street in the company of Charlie 
Marchese. Oswald was on the river side of Camp Street side 
of the Trade Mart handing our pamphlets. The ground was strewn

with them. He refused to give me one. I went on to Waterbury's 
to get some cigarettes and went home. The pamphlets were of 
a pale yellow background with black printing. He was dressed 
in a white shirt and tie. The next time I saw Oswald was 
when ?nlec Gifford was interviewing telecast of Oswald handing 
out the pamphlets. After this the next time I saw Oswald was 
Friday, November 22, 1963 on television. My mother came home 
and asked my have l heard the news that the president had 
been shot. I switched on the television, Walter Kronkite 
was on. He said the President was shot and was officially 
quoted as dead. From all of the pictures shown on television 
of Oswald from Wednesday on, I immediately identified him as 
being the same person here in New Orleans that I saw on 
different occasions, in and around the bus stop at Canal and 
Camp and also the Federal Building and Lafayette Square. On 
Thursday, November 27, 1963 I went to the F.B.I. in the new 
Federal Building on Loyola and spoke to Mr. -Watley and Mr. 
Schisrer and told them a part of this. I didn't tell them all 
of this because it was near 5:00 {quiting time) and employees 
were coming in and out getting their hats and coats. They 
questioned me for some time about an hour. Then I went home. 

As I was leaving the building a tall good looking fellow, 
brown hair offered to ride me home and I refused. I don't know 
for sure, but I think he worked in the F.B. I . office . I wrote 
a letter to Attorney General Robert Kennedy in early 1964 all 
about what I am telling you and the F.B.I. I got a reply 
from the Asst. Attorney General. This was in the form of 




a thank you letter.

SUBJECT: DEAN ANDREWS - INTERVIEW 3/2/67 


On 5:56 P.M., 2 March 1967, DEAN ANDREWS, 
accompanied by his attorney Sain Zelden, was interviewed in the 
Office of the District Attorney, Parish of Orleans, by Assistant 
District Attorneys James Alcock, Richard Burnefi, Adnrew Sciambra 
and Special Aide William Gurvieh. This interview was tape- 
recorded with the knowledge and consent of Mr. ANDREWS. While 
awaiting the transcription of that tape, this memorandum is 
respectfully submitted. 

ANDREWS stated he is an Assistant District Attorney 
in the Twenty-Fourth Judicial District of Louisiana. 

He further stated he had appeared before the 
Warren Commission in their investigation of the assassination of 
President Kennedy and furnished testimony relative to his 
knowledge of the accused assassin, LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

ANDREWS said OSWALD came to his office in May or 
June 1963 for legal assistance. From memory, ANDREWS said he 
probably saw OSWALD three or four times. ANDREWS' office was in 
627 Maison Blanche Building, New Orleans, when OSWALD came with 
three young men who were obvious homosexuals. The latter were 
in some minor trouble with the local police but it was not 
necessary for him to actually represent them. ANDREWS stated he 
was well known in the French Quarter and had represented homo- 
sexuals on several occasions. -> 

When questioned about his testimony on 21 July 1964 
before the Warren Commission, wherein he said there were one or 
two homosexuals, ANDREWS studied the Commission Report for five 
minutes (6:03-6:08 P.M) and the interview resumed. 

ANDREWS said his figures to us were accurate and 
added that one of these "gay kids" (homosexuals) was a Mexican. 

He said the Mexican was quiet and did not talk. ANDREWS recalls 
having made a file on this but did not retain it. 

According to ANDREWS, OSWALD identified himself 
and sat on ANDREWS' left during their first meeting. He doesn't 
remember if the others were identified. 
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The last time ANDREWS saw OSWALD was in front of 
the Maison Blanche Building when OSWALD was distributing pro- 
Castro leaflets. ANDREWS approached OSWALD to attempt to collect 
a delinquent fee but OSWALD had no money *to pgy him. ANDREWS 
recalls a Mexican being with OSWALD at this time. This Mexican 
was about 5' 10", had a short, flattop haircut that tapered in 
back, and had an athle tic- type build. ANDREWS said a Mexican 
was always with OSWALD. Although the Mexican was not identified 
or introduced and never spoke, ANDREWS said he could recognize 
him. 

Some photographs were shown to ANDREWS for possible 
recognition or identification but to no avail. ANDREWS said he 
could not see the necks of the subjects in the photographs which 
would be necessary as the Mexican with 0SV7ALD had an unusually 
strong-looking neck. 

ANDREWS added that he also knew DAVID FERRIS and 
had recently been contacted by him to settle a brake tag viola- 
tion . 

Referring back to OSWALD, ANDREWS stated it was 
about 5:30 P.M. when OSWALD and the three others cams to see him. 
There were no introductions other than by OSWALD. When asked 
why they came to him ANDREWS said someone had recommended him. 

ANDREWS was asked if he recalled the Warren 
Commission asking him about CLAY BERTRAND and ANDREWS replied, 
"Where is that?" A copy of the Report was shown to him and the 
interview resumed after a two-minute pause at 6:2] P.M. 

Stating he was now ready to discuss CLAY BERTRAND, 
he referred to the Rendevous Bar ivhich he described as a 
"swinging place" and was located in the French Quarter where the 
Red Garter is now. ANDREWS explained he lived in the Pontalba 
Apartments when in school and met many homosexuals. 

ANDREWS said the young men with OSWALD used his 
phone to call someone and when contact was made, handed the 
phone to him. As ANDREWS listened, a voice said, "Whatever they 
owe. I'll pay." ANDREWS said he had heard this voice and name 
before under similar circumstances. When asked if he knew who 
CLAY BERTRAND was ANDREWS said he didn't know for sure. Asked 
if he ever had any financial dealings with CLAY BERTRAND, ANDREWS 
replied he had not because the "kids" always came back and paid. 
He said BERTRAND never owed him any money. 

Asked if he had ever seen or met BERTRAND, ANDREWS 
said he had twice and then corrected it to once. ANDREWS said 
he saw him in a bar on Dauphine Street near Esplanade Avenue. He 
said BERTRAND got up and left the bar when ANDREWS came in. 
ANDREWS was asked what made him think that man was CLAY BERTRAND 
and he said he could not recall. 

At 6:26 P.M. ANDREWS was shown the Report where he 
is questioned about BERTRAND owing him money. ANDREWS replied 
that he was vague then because he was being pushed in the same 
manner as we were pushing in our interview. 
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He said he recognized CLAY BERTRAND'S voice on the 
phone as he had heard it before and the voice was deep, intelli- 
gent and educated. ANDREWS said BERTRAND had "command of the 
King's English" and didn't sound homosexual Or effeminate . 

When asked to describe the person he saw on 
Dauphine Street and concluded it was BERTRAND, ANDREWS asked for 

a short break to refresh his memory at 6:29 P.M. 

, *** 

Resuming, ANDREWS said he "didn't carry a tape 
measure" with him. Finally he said this man had grey hair and 
ruddy complexion. ANDREWS added that he though BERTRAND was 
bi-sexual. At this point he recalled the bar was Cosmos's. 
ANDREWS said he had actually seen this man twice. The first time 
was at a "gay bar" (homosexual hangout) -"maybe" Dixie's or 
"maybe on Chartres". ANDREWS said he only "assumed" it' was CLAY 
BERTRAND on this first meeting. 

ANDREWS said he was confined to Hotel Dieu Hospital 
in New Orleans on the day of the assassination. While there he 
received a phone call from CLAY BERTRAND who asked him to go to 
Dallas, Texas and defend LEE HARVEY OSWALD who had been arrested 
and accused of murder. 

At this point ANDREWS recalled that on OSWALD'S 
visit to his office CLAY BERTRAND told ANDREWS on the phone that 
he would pay the expenses. ANDREWS said the exact words were, 
"I'll personally handle fee." 

ANDREWS was asked if he knew CLAY SHAW and he said 
he had seen pictures of him but they had never met. Asked if 
BERTRAND and SI1AW were similar in physical description, ANDREWS 
said he "wouldn't know". He said he had no file on BERTRAND. 
ANDREWS then said we could call Regis ^ennedy of the F.B.I* and 
John Rice adding that he "could care less". 

He said all the homosexual young men he represented 
knew BERTRAND'S number and would call him from ANDREWS' office. 
ANDREWS added that he "handled" so many homosexuals because his 
"reputation preceded him". ANDREWS said he probably met fifteen 
or twenty homosexuals who .knew CLAY BERTRAND. He cannot remember 
any of their names. 

During this interview, several photographs of 
various persons, including CLAY SHAW, we re shown to ANDREWS. 
Several names were also mentioned for recognition. This was to 
no avail. 


The interview concluded at 7:23 P.M, 2 March 1967.

On 25 February 1967, Janies Alcock and I flew to 
Dallas, Texas to interview SERGIO ARCACHA-SMITH and conduct other 
business relating to the current special investigation. 

After our arrival in Dallas, A 1 cock telephone the 
residence of ARCACHA- SMITE. He was told by MRS. ARCACHA-SMITIl 
“just a minute" and when she returned to the phone she asked 
A 1 cock to call back in one hour. At 5:00 P.M. A 1 cock called 
again and MRS. ARCACHA said her husband was not there and was 
w’ith the District Attorney of Dallas and had expressed, his desire 
to meet in a group with this District Attorney. On both calls 
Al cock identified himself. He had previously spoken with ARCACHA 
who expected to hear from us on this date. 

At 9:30 P.M. this same date, a third call was made 
and a man answered the phone and identified himself to A 1 cock as 
D e te c t i ve Rod ge r s of the D a 1 las Pol .i ce Depa r tme n t . He s a id 
ARCACHA was present but preferred to be interviewed in Police 
Headquarters and wa were asked to meet them there in Room 316. 

At 10;00 P.M. vs arrived in Room 316. ARCACHA 
arrived at 10:20 P.M. accompanied by Detectives Rodgers and 
Burnley. We were then taken to a conference room on the same 
floor ard exchanged identification. Alcock explained our presene 
was to have ARCACI-IA identify certain per son Sj, and give us back- 
ground information. ARCACHA said "O.K. sho'ot". 

Alcock said we could not talk in the presence of 
others except an attorney if ARCACHA wanted one present. ARCACHA 
said this was the only way ho would talk to us -• in front of 
these detectives. I then said wa might as well go as we could 
not conduct an interview under these conditions and again 
reminded ARCACHA his attorney could be present. 

ARCACHA then addressed me and said someone had 
been looking for him displaying identification similar to that 
which I had displayed. ARCACHA shook his finger at me and was 
visibly nervous and excited. 
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I asked ARCACHA why ha needed police protection 
which was the reason the detectives gave for being with him. I 
asked if he thought he needed police protection from the District 
Attorney of New Orleans and he made no coimnent.. X then asked 
the detectives if ARCACHA needed protection from anyone find if 
he had been threatened or feared he would be harmed. I then 
said the District Attorney of New Orleans would assist in furnish- 
ing 'such protection if it were needed. There was no comment from 

anyone . . ' •

Detective Burnle.’y then stated they had told ARCACIIA 
he would be arrested if we had a warrant. For this we expressed 
our gratitude. We explained we had no warrant arid had not come 
to Dallas to arrest ARCACHA but were here simply to interview 
him adding that should it be necessary we would get a warrant. 

At this point Detective Rodgers sarcastically asked, “And who 
do you think would serve that warrant?" X then asked Rodgers, 

“Are you saying you wouldn’t?" Rodgers then repeated his 
question and I repeated mine. Detective Burnley then interrupted 
as if recognizing Rodgers’ mistake. 

ARCACHA was again informed no one but his attorney 
could be present. He said he could arrange for this on Monday 
(three days hence} but could not remember his own attorney's name. 
Detective Rodgers then said the attorney's name was Alexander. 
Alcock asked ARCACHA if this was his attorney and Burnley and 
Rodgers both spoke up and admitted Alexander was the First 
Assistant District Attorny of Dallas County. Julcock then said 
we couuld not consent to this. Alcock and I explained this was 
a confidential matter and it should be understood we had no 
intention of revealing any part of this to anyone and trusted 
they, as police .officers, should understand this better than 
anyone. . . 

Alcock and I then walked out of the conference room 
and ARCACIIA, Burnley and Rodgers followed us into the hallway. 

The detectives then said the press room was close by and asked 
that we return to the conference room. We returned there only 
to ask that our feelings not be construed as rudeness and then 
Alcock and I departed.

On March 30, 1967 I called the District Attorney’s 
Office in New Orleans and told them I had information concerning 
tine case and I had previously talked to Sargent Pitcher in East 
Baton Rouge Parish. I asked the District Attorney's Office in 
New Orleans to convey me from Kentwood, Louisiana to New Orleans. 

I arrived in the District Attorney's Office at approximately 6:15 
P.M. on March 30, 1967, at which time I gave certain information 
to Michale Karmazin, Assistant District Attorney. This informa- 
tion is relative to the assassination of John F . Kennedy. 

In 1963 I was a candidate for governor of Louisiana 
and was campaigning about the State of Louisiana. Sometime around 
July or August 1963 I received a telephone page in the lobby of 
the Roosevelt Hotel where I was staying. I was coming through 
the lobby and my cars were parked in front of the hotel and in 
front of the garage. (These were cars used in the campaign with 
stickers on them) . I also had a brief case with a bumper sticker 
pasted on it saying "CLYDE JOHNSON FOR GOVERNOR". I had a suite 
in the hotel and had several supporters in the room with me. I 
went to the house phone and the party on the line told me to meet 
him at the entrance of the hotel. He had introduced himself over 
the telephone as MR. ALTON BERNARD. I met him and we went into 
the Blue Room, sat at a table and talked for^about 20 minutes or 
better. He (ALTON BERNARD) said he had seen me on TV several 
times and said he liked my spirit and encouraged me to go ahead 
and keep fighting and making speeches against Kennedy. We talked 
about the Cuban crisis aid he said Kennedy was wrong there. First 
of all, he said the invasion should never have taken place. Then 
ha encouraged me to work and talk about the air support^ that 
Kennedy had failed to give. .Ee ^also talked about the I n ter- racial 
matter. That was one of the main things I was working on 
^'saidTlceep the pressure on him and keep public opinion against him. 


Then before we got up to leave he gave me a brown envelope wTETr 
$2,000.00 in it in $100 bills, which he said was for me to use 
in the campaign. Then I went upstairs. My wife was already up- 
stairs. Then we earned down and a time after that the car was 
delivered. 
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After this I received several telephone calls from 
| ALTON BERNARD and each time he would encourage me, and these 
conversations always led to Kennedy every time. It seemed to he 
an obscession with him. I figured he was a Republican with more 
money than ha had sense. Subsequently, about' the first part of 
September in 1963, I received a telephone call from ALTON BERNARD 
and he instructed me to meet him at the Capitol House Hotel in 
Baton Rouge. X went to Baton Rouge and had a suite in the Capitol 
House. Soma time after I had gone to my room, I received a phone 
call and he (ALTON BERNARD) was on the line in the lobby and I told 
him to come up. In 4 or 5 minutes he was in my room. He had 
another party with him whom he introduced to me as LEON. ALTON 
BERNARD talked to me about 10 minutes and said someone else was 
coming up that he had asked them to meet him there in my room. 
After we talked about 10 minutes there was a knock on the door 
1 and this other party was introduced to me as JACK only. At the 
time ALTON BERNARD first entered he was accompanied by a tall, 
big Mexican looking fellow with a mustache to whom I wasn't 
introduced, but who remained at the door. After JACK entered, 
then we had another conversation which included LEON, JACK and 
ALTON BERNARD who were talking among themselves. I left the room 
to go into the bathroom in the other room and while in there X 
, overheard a conversation among the three men. One of them said, 
to the effect that he would get him. I heard ALTON BERNARD say 
there was some others working on this. I thought they were 
talking about me so I went and got my pistol out of my brief case 
and a thought flashed through my mind to either go but the door 
and get to a telephone when I heard one say "Weil, he’s got to 
come down from Washington the pressure is on. He's got to come 
back" So I knew that they weren't talking about me then and I 
I put the gun in my pocket and want back in and sat down. When I 
I came back into the room JACK said, "What about him?" and pointed 
toward me. ALTON BERNARD said, "That's all right. He's one of 
my boys." When X came back from the bathroom and after the con- 
versation, ALTON BERNARD had a brief case and he opened it up and 
gave JACK a brown envelope which was thick. He also handed a 
brown envelope to LEON which was not as thick. About the time 
they were ready to depart, he (ALTON BERNARD) gave me a brown 
envelope which contained 50- $100 bills. Aft6r the meeting in 
Baton Rouge, he called me several times. I was in the Bentley 
House in Alexandria when I received several calls from ALTON 
BERNARD. 

On March 30, 1966, at approximately 6:30 P.M. I was 
shown a group of photographs totaling 35 in number, at which time 
I picked out the 3 photographs of the people whom I have identi- 
fied as ALTON BERNARD, LEON and JACK. 

The person whom I have identified as JACK was 
165-170 lbs, approximately 5 '8" tall, dark 
hair which was thinning and with a receding 
hairline.

The person I identified as LEON was approximately 
5' 9" tall, 140-150 lbs, small stubble of beard; 
his hairline was receding and in need of cutting; 
he had a hatchet-like face and wore "casual clothing. 


The person I identified as ALTON BERNARD was 
well dressed with shirt, tie and suit and over 
6 feet tall,” heavy, possbly over 200 pounds, 
high cheeck bones; very articulart, i.e., well 
spoken; grey hair. 


The person who was introduced to me as JACK 1 subse- 
quently identified and one I selected out of 35 photographs, is 
the same person whom I know to be JACK RUBY. 

The person who was introduced as LEON and whose 
photograph I selected out of the 35 photographs I now know him 
to be LEE KARVEY OSWALD. 

The person who introduced himself to me as ALTON 
BERNARD and whom I had met on 2 occasions and from whom I had 
received a total amount of $7,000.00, and whom I selected from 
the 35 photographs, I now identify as CLAY SHAW. 

The reason I have not coma forward prior to this time 
is that I had known that OSWALD was arrested and subsequently 
shot by JACK RUBY, and that JACK RUBY was tried and convicted 
and subsequently died. It was only after I had seen CLAY SHAW's 
pictures in the newspaper and on TV that I associated RUBY, 

OSWALD and SHAW. as being the persons in my room in Baton Rouge. 

I have been scared and I also felt that the law has been taking 
its natural course when they apprehended OSWALD and RUBY and it 
was only at the time that I associated CLAY SHAW as being the 
other parson that the full impace of the events that occurred in 
my room struck me. 

I have received no promises whatsoever and 1 am not 
looking for any, and although I am not a pro-Kennedy man, in my 
way I referred back to the. Bible which states "Know the truth and 
it shall make you free", and I am making this statement in the 
cause of justice

Subject: Freemason Island Fishing Camp 

On March 29, 1967, at 2:50 p.m., I arrived at Freemason 
Island by seaplane for the purpose of interviewing the 
operator of a fishing camp. This island is fifty miles 
southeast of New Orleans in the far eastern part of 
Louisiana. 

At Freemason I interviewed Mr. & Mrs. Eustis Veazey, owners 
and operators of the quarterboat Neptune, a commercial 
fishing carnp. The New Orleans area address of the Vcazey's 
is 2405 Octovia Street, Chalmette, Louisiana. This is the 
residence of their daughter Mrs. Oris Creighton and the phone 
number is 271-0974. There is a two-way marine radio on the 
Neptune. 

I pursued my investigation based on a confidential informant 
that David Ferric had been on this island in July, 1965 and 
that one of the fishermen he flew there was Clay Shaw. My 
investigation revealed that Ferrie had been to this island at 
least three times prior to Hurricane Betsy on September 9, 

1965. Both Veazeys identified photograph of David Ferrie and 
selected photographs of Guy Bannister and Clay Shaw and said 
they were familiar but could make no positive identification. 
Mrs. Veazey has never seen a picture of Clciy Shaw as they re- 
ceive no newspapers on the island and their TV receiver has been 
broken since before Shaw's arrest. 

The first time Ferrie flew here he was alone and came to 
"explore" the facilities. On the second occasion he flew a 
party of fishermen to Freemason at the request of Veazey. 

Ferrie at that time operated out of COMM- AIR at New Orleans 
Lakefront Airport. 

Ferric's third and last visit waa a day or two prior to 
July 11, 1965, at that time he had flown four fishermen to the 
island in a land plane, making two trips. On July 11, Ferrie 
telephoned Steve Littleton of Trans-Gulf Seaplane Service 
Corporation, asking the latter to send a seaplane to Freemason 
to pick up three fishermen as the lowering ceiling prevented 
him from doing so in a land plane. 

At 1400 hours on July 11, pilot Natt Milligan arrived at the 
island and brought back only two fishermen. Milligan 
described these fishermen to me as - 

1. White male, 5' 11", 55 - 58 years, 
grey hair, ruddy complexion as if 
sunburned. 
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2. Ylhite male, 5-6, early 50 's, 
"bald, tan complexion. 


Milligan brought these men to his base at Bayou Savage near 
Chef Menteur. 


The original Tx*ans-Gulf log of July 11, 1965 v/as given to me 
and confirms the above. 

Several assorted photographs were shown to Milligan for possible 
recognition or identification. lie selected one of Andrew 
Blackman and said he had seen this subject several times in 
the last three years around the Administration Building of 
Mew Orleans Lakefront Airport. Milligan then selected a 
photograph of Clay Shaw and said this was similar to one of 
the men he had picked up at Freemason Island for Ferrie, He 
said that when he arrived at the island these two men were 
in a small boat in the lagoon fishing and he taxied out to them 
to say they should hurry as a frontal system was approaching 
New Orleans. The taller of the two men sat in the rear of the 
plane. Milligan said he did not get a very good view of either 
of the men in a fully erect position. When they arrived at the 
seaplane base, Milligan left immediately and later learned his 
two passengers had afterwards been taken by car to the Lake front 
Airport. '

All records, logs and guest registers on Freemason island were 
destroyed by Hurricane Betsy on September 9, 1965. The 
fishing camp re-opened in April, 1966.

On March 31, 1967, I interviewed BETTY PARROTT and 
learned from her that she had an extremely close relationship with 
BILL DALZELL. It seems that BILL DALZELL lived in her home for a 
certain period of time. During the time that BILL DALZELL lived 
in her home, she said that he was involved with a group known as 
The Friends of Cuba, This group had its office — in- Bal te3r- „ 
Building. Members of the group included ffERGIO ARCACHA SMITH, 

BILL CRAIG, BILL DALZELL, GRADY DURHAM, aV^-rrdY\f Lduaf n Sttrcd~fe€rG AN , 
who was also a member of the C.I.A., BILL KLINE, an attorney, 

REGIS KENNEDY, a member of the FBI, an individual named HOFFMAN, 
and an individual named EASTERLING. 


She said that although DALZELL was very secretive about 
the operation of the group, she said that from the conversations 
that she overheard over a period of time, she learned that the 
group was involved, in an undercover operation in conjunction with 
the C.I.A. and FBI which involved the shipment and transportation 
of individuals and supplies in and out of Cuba. 

She said that many times REGIS KENNEDY would come over 
to the house and talk to DALZELL concerning the operation. She 
also said that many times REGIS KENNEDY came to the office in the 
Balter Building to talk to DALZELL and in turn, DALZELL and other 
members of the group visited REGIS KENNEDY in his office. She 
said that REGIS KENNEDY confirmed to her the fact that CLAY SHAW 
is a former C.I.A. agent whp did some work for the C.I.A. in Italy 
over a five-year span.

She said this group later moved from their office in 

the Balter Building and moved into an office in the international 
Trade Mart and then operated under the name of The Voice of Cuba 
or The Friends of Democratic Cuba. 

She said that she does not know whether or not CLAY 
t SHAW had any connection with this group and that she doss not 

.V remember hearing CLAY SHAW'S name mentioned. she said that BILL 

DALZELL could tell us everything about the group and about the 
connection with REGIS KENNEDY and the C.I.A. 

She said that BILL DALZELL has an open charge against 
him in New York which she believes in gun theft. She said that 
JOE BOLDEN has the entire file on BILL DAI, ZELL and can give us all 
the information we need in regard to this charge.

She said for some reason, she has heard BILL DALZELL 'S 
name mentioned quite often since the investigation started. She ' 
said that approximately two weeks ago, DALZELL made a trip into 
New Orleans and spoke to STEVE PLOTKIN and heard he left town.

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She said that she believes he is somewhere in Texas 
but PLOTKIN could give us the address. She doesn’t know it her- 
self. She says that we might also be interested in a tape record- 
ing involving DALZELL, JACK MARTIN, and GRADY .DURHAM in regards 
under some theft of money. She said that she handed that tape 
over to PERSHING GERVAIS, who in turn handed it over to the Distric 
Attorney's Office.

Omaha, Nebraska, in an attempt to bring her back to 
this city. 


On March 8, 1967, Dets. K. Simms and C. Jonau arrived 
in Omaha, Nebraska, at approximately 7:30 P. M. After securing 
a hotel the officers arrived at 626 So. 19th Street at about 
10 P. M. LILLY MAE MC MAINE S along with her husband HAROLD 
MC MAINES responded to the door at apartment 19 at this address. 
The officers identified themselves as this point to the MC MAINES; 
as investigators attached to the District Attorney’s Office in 
New Orleans. MRS. MC MAINES was then apraised of the fact that 
the officers were investigating the JFK assasination, and that 
they would like for her to accompany the officers back to New 
Orleans to observe pictures and give any information which she 
could furnish in the matter. Her husband at this time objected 
to LILLY MAE's returning with the officers and asked if the 
officers had a warrant or any other legal papers which would 
force LILLY MAE to return to New Orleans. The officers apraised 
MR. MC MAINES that they had no such papers and that LILLY MAE 
was in no trouble but that she was merely wanted as a witness 
in this matter and further that all expenses for this trip would 
be taken care of by the office of the District Attorney. At this 
time MR. MC MAINES was given the address and name of the hotel 
where the officers were staying and was requested to call the 
officers in the morning to give his final decision to whether 
LILLY MAE would return with them. 


On Thursday, March 9, 1967, at approximately 9 A. M. th< 
officers received a telephone call at the hotel and the party on 
the other end of the line identified himself as DONALD KNOWLES, 
the Douglas County Attorney, which is the District Attorney of 
Douglas County, Omaha, Nebraska. MR. KNOWLES at this time stated 
that he had two people in his office who identified themselves as 
MR. & MRS. MC MAINES and that they had related to him that the 
officers were in their house the night prior and that the officer; 
requested them to return to New Orleans concerning an investiga- 
tion which they were making. The officers informed MR. KNOWLES 
that they were investigators from New Orleans and that they would 
meet with him at this office as soon as possible. At approximately 
9:45 A.M. same date, the officers met with MR. KNOWLES and MR. & 
MRS. MC MAINES at the County Courthouse. At this time the officers 
identified themselves to MR. KNOWLES and explained to him their 
reason for being in Omaha. MR. KNOWLES related that he had 
apraised MR. & MRS. MC MAINES of their rights before the arrival 
of the officers. MR. KNOWLES also stated that LILLY MAE MC MAINES 
had some fear about flying. The officers readily agreed to take 
MRS. MC MAINES back to New Orleans on any kind of transportation 
that she desired. At this point it was more or less agreed by 
MR. & MRS. MC MAINES that they both would return with the officers 
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to New Orleans. Before leaving the office MR. MC MAINES changed 
his mind again and after the officers discussed the matter 
further, he agreed to return along with his wife. The officers 
along with MR. & MRS. MC MOINES left the office of MR. KNOWLES, 
proceeded to a restaurant approximately one block away where 
they purchased breakfast for the MC MAINES and themselves and 
further discussed the matter in regard to the return trip. 

MR. MC MAINES related that he is a truck driver and that if he 
would return with the officers, he would lose approximately $120 
in pay for a three-day trip and that he thought it proper that 
he be compensated for this lost. He further stated that he wanted 
a written affidavit notorized to the effect that he would receive 
$120 compensation for the trip. The officers stated that they 
would check with their office to get verification as they had no 
authority to do this on their own. ■ MR. MC MAINES went on to 
state that they had no clothes for travelling and that the 
clothes they had on at this time were their best. The clothes 
that the MC MAINE S were wearing were dungaree pants, old shirts 
and old jackets. The officers at this point informed both of 
the MC MAINES that they would buy them a suitable outfit for the 
trip. MR. MC MAINES at this time related that he has a friend 
who is an attorney and that he would like to place a long distance 
telephone call to this attorney to let him know where they were 
going as he, MR. MC HAINES , had some fear of not returning. The 
officers agreed to this and MR. & MRS. MC HAINES walked across 
the street to the bus terminal to make this call. Approximately 
five minutes later the MC MAINES 1 returned to the restaurant 
and MR. MC MAINES stated that his attorney had advised him that 
if the officers had no legal papers to force them to return with 
them, for them not to leave Omaha. It should be noted that 
while the MC MAINES were at the bus terminal across the street 
making their phone call, Officer Jonau had made a long distance 
call to the District Attorney's Office in New Orleans to make 
verification on giving MR. MC MAINES an affidavit to the effect 
that he would receive $120 for time lost at his employment. 

When the MC MAINES returned to the restaurant, Officer Jonau 
was still on the telephone with Mr. Charles Ward of this office. 
When Mr. MC MAINES apraised Officer Simms of his decision both 
he and MRS. MC MAINES immediately walked from the officer in the 
direction of the Courthouse with Officer Simms following and 
trying to reason with MR. MC MAINES in regard to this matter. 

MR. MC MAINES turned sharply toward the officer and stated in 
a very abrupt manner, "Don’t bug me, leave us alone". The 
officer again tried to reason with the MC MAINES while they were 
walking away. The officer did observe both of the MC MAINES 
walk into the County Courthouse. Officer Simms at this point 
walked back to the restaurant and apraised Officer Jonau of what 
had taken place. 

The officers then assuming that the MC MAINES went back 
to the Office of MR. DONALD KNOWLES, proceeded to this office. 

MR. KNOWLES related that the MC MAINES were not there and that 
he hadn't seen them since they left with the officers. At this 
point the officers again contacted his office and apraised MR. 

JIM ALCOCK of what had taken place. The officers then contacted 
MR. KNOWLES by telephone a short time later and requested that 
he accompany the officers to the residence of the MC MAINES so 
that they may have another opportunity to talk with these people.

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MR. KNOWLES readily agreed, met the officers outside of the 
Courthouse, and all proceeded to the residence of the MC MAINES. 

MR. KNOWLES knocked on the door and received no response from 
apartment 19 and then we went to the manager's apartment where 
she related that the MC MAINES left in their auto just prior to 
the arrival of MR, KNOWLES and the officers. The landlord was 
requested to contact MR. KNOWLES or either the officers if the 
MC MAINES should return. The officers along with MR. KNOWLES 
proceeded back to the County Courthouse where MR. KNOWLES fur- 
nished the officers the description of HAROLD MC MAINES' auto. 

This was a 1954 Ford, green in color, bearing Nebraska license 
# 1-T 8523. After obtaining this information the officers 
returned to the hotel and telephoned the place of employment 
of MR. HAROLD MC MINES at which time they learned that HAROLD 
MC MAINES v/orked part-time as a truck driver and that he hasn't 
been seen at this place of employment for the past three weeks. 

The officers then telephoned Spic and Span Cleaners located on 
South 16th Street where MRS. MC MAINES was suppose to have been 
employed. OFFICER SIMMS spoke with the manager of the cleaners 
and when asked if a MRS. MC MAINES was employed there, the manager 
informed the officer that she wasn't. Approximately two hours 
later the officers again contacted the Spic and Span Cleaners 
and Officer Jonau spoke to a female employee at the Spic and 
Span Cleaners and she stated that about 12:30 that same day 
MRS. MC MAINES and her husband came to the cleaners and LILLY 
MAE stated to her that she needed a couple of days off because 
she had to catch a flight to New Orleans. She then left the 
cleaners with her husband. 

The officers then waited to approximately 11:00 and 
received no word from the landlord that the MC MAINES had returned 
home so they met with MR. KNOWLES and again returned to the 
residence of the MC MAINES. At this time the landlord admitted 
MR. KNOWLES and the officers into apartment 19 at which time the 
.landlord stated that all of the MC MAINES’ belongings except a 
few dishes, a broken television and an exercise bike were left 
behind. MR. KNOWLES again requested the landlord to notify him 
in the event the MC MAINES would return to the residence. The' 
landlord also stated that -the MC MAINES on weekends made trips 
to Des Moines, Iowa, as they had relatives there. 


On Friday, March 10, 1967, the officers contacted 
MR. DONALD KNOWLES and apraised him that they had rented a car 
and that they were in route to Des Moines, Iowa, in an effort to 
find to find MR. & MRS. MC MAINES. MR. KNOWLES informed the 
officers that he had received a telephone call from an attorney, 
MR. RICHARD DU SKIN, and that MR. DUSKIN apraised him that he was 
representing the MC MAINES and that they, the MC MAINES, were 
still in Omaha and that he knew their whereabouts at this time 
and to contact them you would have to go through MR. DUSKIN. 

The officers at this point contacted their office and gave this 
information along with MR. DUSKIN' s telephone number to Mr. 
Charles Ward. The officers before leaving the hotel had receive 
a telephone call in their room at which time the party at the otl 
end of the line identified himself as a reporter and asked 
Officer Jonau if the officers had found the couple that we were 
looking for in Omaha. Officer Jonau replied, "I don't know v.hnt 
you are talking about". He then asked, "Are you from the Distric 
Attorney's Office in New Orleans?" The officers said, "No". He 
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then asked, "What is your business in Omaha?" Officer Jonau 
replied, "That is none of your business" and the conversation 
was ended. The officers then checked out of the hotel, rented 
a car and then contacted MR. KNOWLES. While in MR. KNOWLES' 
office, MR. DUNSKIN came into the office and he was advised of 
the reasons for the officers being there. The officers did not 
go into detail as to the investigation and this seemed to 
irritate MR. DlBKIN. Let it be known at this time that he thought 
that this was a "cloak and dagger" operation and that MR. X 
referring to MR. GARRISON seemed to be pulling all of the strings 
and that he didn't understand how the officers could be flown 
to Omaha without being able to disclose the details of the inves- 
tigation and further, that he thought the MC MAINES should be 
questioned in Omaha. Further, that he had no intentions of 
allowing the MC MAINES to return to New Orleans with the officers. 
The officers then advised MR. DUNSKIN that he would receive 
communication from our office through our Assistant District 
Attorneys, Mr. Sciambra and Mr. Alcock and that he could deal 
directly with them. It might be noted here that MR. KNOWLES was 
very cooperative with the officers during their stay in Omaha 
and went out of his way on many occasions to help as much as he 
possibly could and at one point during the conversation between 
the officers and MR. DUNSKIN, he interceded in favor of the 
officers and cautioned MR. DUNSKIN in regard to his attitude 
toward the officers and stated that these were two police officers 
and not lawyers. 


It should be noted that MR. DUNSKIN stated that he can 
understand why the MC MAINES would not want to return to New 
Orleans as he, MR. DUNSKIN, was in the State of Louisiana in the 
past for approxim^ely one year and that he did not think that he 
would be allowed to leave. He did not elaborate on this state- 
ment but was very sarcastic in hj s manner with the officers. 

The conversation ended and he got up and left the office. The 
officers then contacted Mr. Sciambra. Mr. Sciambra advised the 


officers to catch the first flight out and return because they 
could do no more then they did and that he would contact 
MR. DUNSKIN the next day in an effort to have MR. & MRS. MC MAINE 
return to New Orleans. MR. KNOWLES stated to the officers that 
he was under the impression that the MC MAINES' were afraid to 
come to New Orleans because MRS. MC MAINES had a prior record i.n 
New Orleans and that it was something to do with a bond she was 
on while in this city.

It should be noted at this point that without the 
interference of MR. MC MAINES, the officers would have had no 
trouble in convincing MRS. MC MAINES to make the return trip with 
them. It appears that she fears her husband and will do anything 
that he tells her to do. 


At 5:45 P. M. the officers left Omaha and returned to 
New Orle a ns .

Det. Jonau on March 2, 1967 at approximately 3:20 
P. M. received a phone call from an anonymous person in Dallas, 
Texas, who stated that the people in Dallas were very interested 
in what we were doing here in New Orleans and he had some 
information that might be able to assist us in the investigation. 

He stated we should investigate one LARRY H. SCHMIDT. 

He was involved with the CIA in Florida. LARRY SCHMIDT* S 
brother was the chauffeur for General Walker but was discharged 
after the attempt to assassinate General Walker. Since the 
assassination, Larry Schmidt has remarried and is now residing 
somewhere in California. His address is unknown to this subject.

The subject stated we should also check the missing 
tapes from radio station WFAA and KRLD-TV in Dallas and further 
stated that BERT SCHIP and BILL CERVERA could possibly help us 
on this but didn't know whether these two subjects would 
cooperate . 

Also, subject stated check the window shield of the 
Kennedy car as it appeared that the glass was shattered and the 
remainder of the glass was on the inside of the car and it would 
appear the shot came from the front rather than the rear. 

The subject also advised that we should check PATSY 
SWANK representing Life Magazine in Dallas. She might possibly 
have some pictures that would help in this investigation. 

Subject refused to give his name and the conversation 

ended. 
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I asked VEGA if he recalls hearing any gunshots during 
the time he was at this training camp. He stated that he did 
and pointed in the direction that the shots came from. In 
relation to the training site, if you would face the house and 
the swimming pool, the shots came from an area to the left. 

Prom having investigated this area in the past, the area to the 
left of this house and swimming pool would be Pontchartrain 
Street located in Big Branch, Louisiana. It is on Pontchartrain 
Street that the house is located where the cache of explosives 
were found in 1963. This is also the street where the other 
camp is supposed to have been located. 

On Saturday, March 4, 1967, Jim Alcock and I had 
occasion to interview FRANK DE LABARRE, Attorney at Law. 

DE LABARRE informed us that he had a client by the name of 
MAC R. FLETCHER who allowed Cuban refugees to use some land that 
he owned near Bayou Lacombe at the request of RICARDO DAVIS. 

DE LABARRE in describing this property corroborated ANGEL VEGA 
and positively established the location of the Christian Demo- 
cratic Party's Training Camp. DE LABARRE informed us that this 
property was sold approximately one year ago to the Crown 
Patroleum Corporation who is its present owner. 

The following is a description of five photographs of 
this training site that I took with ANGEL VEGA. 

Photograph 1) This is a \iew of La. Highway 434 facing 
away from Lacombe. On the right of the road are three houses 
directly across from the road leading to the training site. 

Photograph 2) This is a uew taken from La. Highway 434 
looking down the road which leads to the training site. 

Photograph 3) This is a photograph as you enter the 
training site. In the photograph is depicted the swimming pool 
behind which is the house. To the left of this photograph is 
the location of the old barn which is not shown. To the right is 
Bayou Lacombe which likewise is not shown in this photograph. 

Photograph 4) This is a photograph of the house. It 
is taken from the rear of the house. 

Photograph 5) This is a photograph of the swimming 
pool located at the training site. You will note the pipe which 
feeds the swimming pool from the underground spring. Directly 
behind the swimming pool hidden by the trees and bushes is the 
house. To the left of the swimming pool is the area that ANGEL 
VEGA informed me that he heard the gunshots .

This area 
is to be the site of the new cultural center. Officers Ward and 
Niedermeier checked the B of I mug shot of CHARLES EARL DANIELS 
and determined that he had been arrested as a parole violator. 

At this time Officers Ward and Niedermeier proceeded to the 
Parole and Probation Office where they spoke to Mr. John Williams 
who gave them further information. From this information Officers: 
Ward and Niedermeier went to another source and learned that the 
entire DANIEL 1 s family had moved to 1557 N. Prieur. Officers 
Ward and Niedermeier proceeded to 1557 N. Prieur where they spoke 
with IRMA DANIELS who is the sister of CHARLES EARL DANIELS. 

IRMA DANIELS told Officers Ward and Niedermeier that her brother 
CHARLES had moved from New Orleans in October or November of 1966, 
and that she believed he is residing in Darlington, South Carolina .

In the fall of 1963 my roommate was THOMAS COMPTON. 

We were residing in Holloway Smith Hall, Southeastern Louisiana 
College. I think that on approximately November 22 or 23 
he told me that a friend of his would be staying in our room. 

The reason for this person's staying was said to be so that 
he could be where many people could see him. I was told his 
name was Dave, I don't remember for certain whether I was 
ever told his last name. I was told that he was a psychologist. 

On the 23 of November in the afternoon or perhaps the evening, 

I went to my room and found the man sleeping in my roommate's 
bed. His back was to me so I couldn't see his face at the 
time. I noticed, however, that he was sleeping fully clothed 
and with his hat on. At this time I also noticed that his 
hair was very strange looking. I believe that I was introduced 
to him later on in the evening but I don't remember the nature 
of the introduction or what was said except that not much was 
said at all. I asked my roommate about this man and in particular 
about his hair. I was told that he was bald and that he 
pasted theatrical hair at the point where his hat met his head. 

I am not certain that he spent the entire night in the room 
or that he even spent more than a few hours in the early evening. 
The next time I saw him was Sunday morning in the lobby of 
the dormitory. It was very^g^o^ded as everyone was watching the 
funeral on television. l/believe I saw him anymore after 
Sunday morning.

I am interested in the over- 
throw of FIDEL CASTRO and we know that DAVE FERRIE had 
made several trips to Cuba in the past carrying guns and 
ammunition in his airplane and we spoke with FERRIE and 
he identified you and others who he knew were working 
through this Cuban Front Movement of which I think 
ARCACHA SMITH was the, at least, the head in New Orleans. 
Is that Correct? 

A. That's right. 

Q. How long did you know ARCACHA SMITH? 

A. Well, I met ARCACHA in the fall of 1961, right after the 

Bay of Pigs' Invasion. 

Q. I just want to make one thing clear, JULIAN, we are not 

interested in making any type of charges against you 

and I thing if any charges would arise, I think. 

you can call me so you can relax if you think there may 
be any concern on your part that may occur here in 
Louisiana. Now you have full immunity and I just want 
to talk freely with you and I think maybe you may be of 

some help, I hope so any way We spoke with ARCACHA

FERRIE It was my impression that ARCACHA was more 

of a solicitor than an organizer and I think he may have 
capitalized on this movement in New Orleans. Were you 
familiar with any of his activities in New Orleans? 

A. Well, I met ARCACHA he was pretty upset after 

the Bay of Pigs failed.

On February 17, 1967, an interview was had with one 
PAUL TAYLOR, white male age 60 years, residing 4110 Prytania Street, 
who is employed by Toye Brothers as a taxicab driver. TAYLOR 
stated that he remembered meeting a person whom he identified as 

LEE HARVEY OSWALD on 3 or 4 occasions in Thompson's Restaurant.^ . 

133 St. Charles Street. He placed these meetings approximately 
_ a year before tna assassination of Kennedy. The conversation was 
of a general nature and he got the impression that OSWALD was a 
cab driver because they talked about the taxi biisiness. When asked 
if he knew where this OSWALD lived he stated that he believed he 
_Li- vcd with a —dE^SlE GARNER, residing 4911 Maaay.lne^^bi^crgtrr^Tois 


also a cab driver. Numerous questions were asked of TAYLOR in 
regards to any conversation or actions of this OSWALD. However, 
he would only state that the conversations were of a general nature 
involving the weather and taxicabs. 

After meeting with TAYLOR, a visit was made to the 
Taxicab Bureau at City Hall and a thorough check was made of their 
records for a LEE HARVEY OSWALD, or H. J. HE I DEL (or HEYDELL) . 

Only one record was found for an OSWALD - - FREDERICK RUDOLPH OSWALD. 
This record was an application for a permit to drive a taxicab and 
was taken out on January 4, 1956. FREDERICK OSWALD'S address was 
1329 Leonidas Street, d/o/b December 17, 1929, 5 ’9" in heighth, 

156 lbs, brown hair and brown eyes, married with 3 dependants. 

A further check was made at 4911 Magazine Street 
with a Mr. JESSIE GARNER who stated tha t LEE HARVEY OSWALD had 
lived at his residence, however, at no time had he ever driven a 
taxicab . 

Attached is a photograph of FREDERICH RUDOLPH OSV7ALD 
which was taken from his application at City Hall.

On February 28, 1967, Detective Kent Simms contacted 
one MRS. NELLIE BOWMAN, who is employed as a supervisor with the 
telephone company located in Alexandria, Louisiana. Mrs. BOWMAN 
resides at 3212 Hyson Street, Alexandria, Louisiana, telephone 
number 442-8261. MRS. BOWMAN was asked if she rememberd an 
incident which took place just prior to the assassination of 
President Kennety, in the cafeteria of the telephone company, at 
which time MRS. BEVERLY ROBERTS was alleged to have stated in 
MRS. BOWMAN'S presence that she had overheard a man state on the 
telephone "We will shoot him in Dallas", and another time MRS. 
ROBERTS was alleged to have a person on the line who asked to be 
connected with the "president's assassination bureau in Dallas, 
Texas". MRS. BOWMAN stated that she knows one BEVERLY ROBERTS and 
at the time she was employed at the telephone company her last 
name was "BABB" but that she could not recall MRS. ROBERTS stat- 
ing the above in her presence. MRS. BOWMAN went on to say that 
on many occasions she has cautioned different operators about 
discussing conversations which were overheard on long-distance 
calls but that she cannot recall this particular instance. 

Officer Simms at this point asked MRS. BOWMAN to think about it 
and that he would contact her on the following day, March 1, 1967. 

On March 1, 1967, Detective Simms again made a long- 
distance call to MRS. BOWMAN at which time MRS. BOWMAN stated that' 
after giving this matter much thought she could not remember MRS. 
ROBERTS or anyone else relating that they had heard such a 
conversation . 

On February 28, 1967, Detective Simms also made a 
long-distance telephone call to the telephone company in Alexandria, 
Louisiana in regard to obtaining information on bills which were 
kept for payment of long-distance calls. Since MRS. ROBERTS had 
stated that she believed she had entered a phrase "We will shoot 
him in Dallas" on the bill for the person making this call, a 
MRS. MELANCON, who is employed as a supervisor at the telephone 
company in Alexandria was questioned in regard to this matter. 

She stated that it is not a practice of the telephone company to 
enter anything that was said in conversation on any bills or 
index card. She further stated that the bills are kept for a 
period of 6 months and then they are destroyed. Since this is the 
practice of the telephone company to destroy such bills after 6 
months, this investigation was not furthered at this point.

Lynn Loisel reports interviewing one WARREN BERNADOS,

Loisel asked Mr. BERNADOS if he could recall back in 
1963 when L. H. OSWALD came into his shop and applied for a job 
and where OSWALD had been sent by BERNADOS or WEISS after they 
told him that they had no employment at that time. 

Mr. BERNADOS told Loisel that he remembered of hearing 
his ex-business associate, JULIUS WEISS, talk of this incident. 
BERNADOS further stated that he and WEISS had dissolved their 
partnership shortly before this, because of financial difficulties 
and he was not present when OSWALD came by the art shop which was 
and is still located at 621 Chartres. 

BERNADOS stated th at WEISS had told him OSWALD applied 
fo r a ioB~£n~His dark ro om "and after he was tol d that WEISS 
didn't, need any help at ~tKe time, OSWALD asked where else he 
could try to obtain a~ ~iob. WEISS told him that he could try 
JACK BEECH'S, MAY HILL, or other shops in the area. Loisel 
then asked BERNADOS if it was possible that someone had sent 
.OSWALD to WEISS and BERNADOS said he didn't think that anyone 
had sent OSWALD. BERNADOS said that this was a daily occurence 
for people to stop in looking for work, and for WEISS or 
BERNADOS to tell them other places that they could go in search 
of work. 


Loisel then a sked BERNADOS if he knew CLAY SHAW and 
BERN^OS^s ?rt7l-n i mlv--T3 TtgHtTy . Loisel then" asked BERNADOS if it 
was possible that CLAY SHAW had sent OSWALD to WEISS'S, and 
BERNADOS said that he .felt sure that he hadn't. Loisel asked 
BERNADOS if he knew where WEISS was living and BERNADOS gave Loise 
WEISS'S address which was 2222 North Broad Street. Loisel then 
departed, time being 6:50 P. M. 




Loisel then drove to 2222 North Broad Street and 
arrived there at 7:15 P. M. Loisel told Mr. WEISS that he 
had just interviewed Mr. BERNADOS and BERNADOS told him that he 
should speak with WEISS in regard to L. H. OSWALD seeking 
employment with him, WEISS. 





WEISS told Loisel that he remembers the incident 
pretty well because the FBI had spoken with him about this 
before. Weiss told Loisel that he had no openings at the 
time for Oswald who had applied for a job as a dark room helper. 
WEISS said that he sent OSWALD to several places to look for a 
job, and that one of. these places was JACK BEECH'S. He said 
that BEECH was a good friend of his and that's why he can 
remember sending OSWALD to BEECH'S. He said that OSWALD had 
filled out an application for a job at someplace, WEISS 
doesn't remember that place, and said that OSWALD had put WEISS 
down as a reference and that OSWALD said that he had worked 
for WEISS for three years. 

Loisel asked WEISS if he knew CLAY SHAW and if it 
was possible that CLAY SHAW had sent OSWALD to him (WEISS) 
for a job. WEISS told Loisel that he knows SHAW pretty good,, 
as a owner c ustomer , re lab i onshipV also hhat Sha w hacTattended 
"a" book review party in WEISS'S shop (WEISS ftaci taken picuturesP 
for the author of the book and when the book was published, 

WEISS gave a little party for the author) . WEISS further stated 
that CLAY SHAW passes his shop occasionally and will wave as 
he walks by.

Officer OTILLIO arrived on the scene at 1313 
Dauphine at approximately 11:20 A. M. Upon arrival, Officer 
OTILLIO observed a WDSU cameraman, a Mr. TOWNLEY-BUMGARDNER, 
also on the scene photographing the front of the residence 
and photographing criminal sheriffs on the scene. The 
criminal sheriffs were Sheriff GEORGE BICOCCAHI and Sheriff 
SAL BROCATO who stated that the gate was open and that they had 
spoken to a maintenance man being RONALD KABEL residing at 
204 South Olympia. 

At approximately 12 o'clock, Mr. CLAY SHAW made an 
effort to leave the premises, so doing, sheriffs gave him a 
subpoena, and he signed for it in person. Officer OTILLIO 
then asked Mr. SHAW if he could use the telephone and OTILLIO 
was admitted to the residence and Mr. SHAW was very cooperative 
in so doing. 

Officer OTILLIO then called LOUIS IVON, told him 
of the situation and drove Mr. CLAY SHAW to this office.

On March 3, 1967, I received a call from one 
Cedric Ro lies ton. General Delivery, Emporia, Kansas who 
stated the following:

I had an occasion to notice 5 white males in the lobby 
one day. One man in particular caught my eye as ha re- 
sembled me in my younger days. I went over and introduced 
myself to him and he to me. He gave his name as LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD. The others he did not introduce. One of the men 
looked like the picture in the newspapers of CLAY SHAW. I 
have given this information to the FBI shortly after the 
assassination and they told me I was unreliable. Why, I 
don't know. One thing that sticks in my mind is that 
OSWALD during his conversation said a lot of Catholic 
rulers are going to be killed in a few months. He further 
states that he is an artist, and that this information can 
be checked through Mr. McDaniels who is editor of the 
Emporia newspaper.

Oa March 2, 1967, a MR. LOUIS JONES who is a victim in 
a case which I am prosecuting in Section "B" came in to give some 
information which he thought might he useful to our office. I 
was unable to tell whether or not this information would be of 
any value, but I thought I should pass it along to you for what- 
ever it's worth. 

MR. JONES explained to me that his father is an invalid 
and it is therefore necessary that his mother, MRS. WILLIAM B. 
JONES, hire male nurses to stay with him at all times. Somewhere 
in January of 1965 they hired a male nurse who stayed with them 
for about two months. MRS. JONES recalls that when she hired this 
subject, he had a letter of recommendation from a person who pur- 
ported to be either a psychiatrist or a psychologist whose last 
name was FERRIE and who lived on Louisiana Avenue Parkway. The 
subject whom she hired gave the name of JIMMIE JOHNSON and at the 
time he informed her that he was living with MR. FERRIE at his 
apartment on Louisiana Avenue Parkway. She said that she could 
not remember much about this subject except that he was very 
effeminate. She still has her cancelled check with which she 
paid him his salary in January of 1965, and she also has his 
social security number which was 420-56-5635. 

MR. JONES requests that if anyone in our office cares 
to speak with his mother about this matter, that we contact him 
-first. He pointed out that she was an elderly person with a heart 
condition and he is afraid that a lot of questioning would greatly 
upset her unless he were present.

VJeli , IS 61 is a little hazy in my mine! and when i first 
made contact with Ferric, I do remember a meeting at Atherton 
Drive. They were in the process of procuring munitions (Ferrie 
and his associates) when X met these characters, one of them 
was in fatigue uniform. He had dark hair, was approximately 6* 
tall , 170 lbs. There was another gentleman by the name of 
Sergio Arcacha; 1 think that he was the contact point between 
Gordon and myself and Ferrie and these other people . My own im- 
pression was that there were some maps on the wall and they were 
playing games with rifles and there was some involved conversa- 
tion on how to make raids on Cuba. X had the impression that 
Ferrie, who was a pilot, makes flights into Cuba, dropping arms 
and sabateurs. That was the idea behind it. They wore training 
to make some sort of invasion. There was a map on the wall 
and appeared to be a military map. 

There was another fellov/, a blond (Mr. Garrison gave 
a description of Latine Martins) . That is a fairly accurate 
description. In face, when I spoke with Gordon this past 
Sunday, I brought up the point that he didn’t say anything. 

He was very quiet when we went over to Ferrie ' s house that 
particular evening. Y7e brought with us some information that 
they were interested in hearing about relevant to some muni- 
tions and where they could be located. That past summer Gordon 
and I had operated drag races in the city of Houna, near an 
airfield, which I think they used as a blimp station.

On March 28, 1967, Det. Simms interviewed JACK

parties at CLAY SHAW's home, and that he doesn't know of any other 
waiters from International House that had served at such parties. 
Further questioning of the subject revealed that he, JACK THOMAS, 
had heard the head waiter, one WILFRED J. LEVY, colored male 66 
years, residing 2032 Cadiz Street, ask for waiters to serve at 
parties at the home of CLAY SHAW. JACK THOMAS, after a lengthy 
questioning by the officer, was asked if he would submit to a 
lie detector test on the above.

On March 29, 1967, Det, Simms interviewed WILFRED J. 
LEVEY, head waiter for International House, at the Office of the 
District Attorney. LEVY denied ever asking any waiters to serve 
at parties at the home of CLAY SHAW, but did state that he would 
ask the waiters to serve at parties for other individuals connected 
with International House.

On March 27, 1967, I left word at the Customhouse 
Branch of the United States Post Office. for one JOSEPH BLOOM to 
contact me on March 28, 1967, as this subject was alleged to have, 
stated that he had delivered mail to 1313 Dauphine in the name of 
CLAY BERTRAND. Through an investigation, it was further learned 
that one PRESTON SMITH, residing 8727 Sroelitz Street, who also 
works out of the Customhouse Branch, had the route of 1313 
Dauphine Street, the home of one CLAY SHAW, in 1963. PRESTON 
SMITH was contaced and reported to the Office of the District 
Attorney on March 27, 1967, at approximately 4:20 P.M. This 
subject was interviewed at which time he stated that at the 
present time he is with the Parcel Post Department within the 
Post Office, and that he had the French Quarter route in 1964, 

1965 and 1966. He further stated that he doesn’t recall the 
address of 1313 Dauphine being on his route, nor does he recall 
the name of CLAY SHAW or CLAY BERTRAND. PRESTON SMITH was asked 
if he would go to the address of 1313 Dauphine to ascertain by 
looking at this residence if he had delivered mail to this home. 
SMITH went on to state that JOE WILLIAMS, now with the Chef 
Menteur Highway Branch, AUSTIN PENNY and another mailman with the 
last name of CLAVAIRE, who were working out of the Customhouse 
Station, delivered mail to the address of 1313 Dauphine in 1963. 

At this point, PRESTON SMITH left the office of the District 
Attorney to proceed to 1313 Dauphine to see if he could identify 
the residence. 

I then contacted .the Customhouse and Chef Menteur 
Stations and left word for the aforementioned subjects to contact 
me at the District Attorney's Office on March 28, 1967. However, 

I received a telephone call from a MR. FERRELL who stated he was 
a Postal Inspector and he informed me that by law none of the 
postmen can divulge any information in regard to their deliveries 
or their jobs unless this i n formati on i s subp oe nae d by this 
office ^.

On November 26, 1963, a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past and in addition has 
furnished some information that could not be verified or 
corroborated, advised SA PETERSON as follows: 

On November 23, 1963, J. A. KILTEER was in the 
Union Train Station, Jacksonville, Florida, and at about 
4:25 p.m, on that date stated he was very jubilant over 
the death of President KENNEDY. MILTEER stated, "Everything 
ran true to form. I guess you thought I was kidding you 
when I said he would be killed from a window with a high- 
powered rifle," When questioned as to whether he was 
guessing when he originally made the threat regarding 
President KENNEDY, MILTEER is quoted as saying, "I don't 
do any guessing." 

On the evening of November 23, 1963, MILTEER 
departed Jacksonville, Florida, by automobile en route to 
Columbia, South Carolina. During this trip, MILTEER 
stated that he had been in Houston, Ft. Vbrth, and Dallas, 
Texas, as well as New Orleans, Louisiana, Biloxi and 
Jackson, Mississippi, and Tuscaloosa, Alabama. MILTEER 
said he was acquainted with one R. E. DAVIS of Dallas, 

Texas, whom he described as a "good man," but did not indicate 
he was personally acquainted with DAVIS. MILTEER did not 
indicate on what dates he was in the above cities , except 
for Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 

MILTEER related that he was in Tuscaloosa, 

Alabama, and contacted ROBERT SHELTON of the United 
Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
(United Klans), on the evening prior to the bombing of the 
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The Federal Bureau of Investigation has requested that 
certain pages of this document not be disclosed.

MILTEER described himself as a non-dues-paying 
member ox the White Citizens Council of Atlanta, Georgia, 
the Congress of Freedom and the Constitution Party. 

MILTEER emphatically denies ever making threats 
to assassinate President KENNEDY or participating in any 
such assassination. He stated he has never heard anyone 
make such threats. He also denied making, threats against 
anyone subsequent to the assassination of’ President KENNEDY. 
He stated he does not know, nor has he ever been in the 
presence of LEE HARVEY OSWALD or JACK RUBY to his knowledge.
